This work embraces all the Southern States and Cuba, 
and is directed by the Home Mission Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. The total number of missionaries who 
labored in connection with the Board last year is 365, of 
these 40 have been laboring in the Indian Territory and Ok- 
ghoma, and a considerable number have been laboring 
among the foreign population in this country. In Cuba the 
Board has established six churches with 2,250 members; it 
has employed 21 missionaries in 17 stations, and carries on 7 
Sabbath schools with a large attendance. This is an inter- 
sting field,in which much good has been accomplished; 
Roman Catholicism is losing its power there, bless God for
